‘We came down to breakfast.one morn- 
ing,” anid ong of them yesterday, ‘to be’ 
told thac Germany had declared war on 
Bolgium,..that che German army wan ‘ad- 
vaucing ‘on us, even that they were even 
now entering Aywaille, which was in a 
state of siege, and nobody might enter or 
lenve the town. Evorywhero there was 
confusion and paric. 

A THIRTY-MILE WALK, 2 

* Commenication with the outside-world 
was cut of The railway ststion was 
closed and strongly guarded, and we could 
obtain no informatiqn’ at the post office. 
Tho day was one of the greatest anxiety 
for us, and we determined that next morn- 
jing we would set out on footin au attempt 
to rench,Ligge. On: rising on the following 
morning we could see « troop. of German 
soldiors entoring the village. We coald 
got no porters, and, knowing -no word of 
French, we dared not face the journey 
alone, Eventually the cook from our hotel 
decided to come with os, and, abandoning 
our luggage, we vot off for Litye. Thore 
were no means of conveyance, and wo were 
determined to attempt the walk of thirty 

iles neroas country, not knowing then that 

was the centre of Gormany’s attack.

As wé drew nesr to the battle 
area, wo constantly heard the guns thun- 
dering. Now wo were nearing Visd, a 
maxis of faming ,buildings, 4 monument to 
the work of the Germans. =” 

‘* We implored one 'of our companions to 
write down tho address of ‘the British Con! 
sul, which he did, and later we found that 
the address was’ Gctitious one, We toiled 
wearily into. Visé, ‘snd at last found a 
Belgian officer, who Girected us to the’ 
Consulate. 

“ Eventually we renched the station, and 
were fortunate te get a train to Lidge, only 
to find the city in a state of wiege. Soldiers 
worn out with watching and fighting wero 
lying about the strects, In one piace we 
found a wounded soldier, who had been 
shot in the ley, and could obtain no help.
